CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) 
(AWA), as described below. 


Date of Violation: November 4, 2014 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care. Each 
dealer shall establish and maintain programs of adequate veterinary care that 
include the use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat 
diseases and injuries, and the availability of emergency, weekend, and holiday 
care. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care to a male Ehasa Apso 
that had a heavy coating of dark brown matter on most of its teeth. The 
dog also had an accumulation of green-colored mucus covering about 
75 percent of the right eye; and a buildup of black, crusty material 
matted in the fur around both eyes. 

Date of Violation: November 4, 2014 

9 C.F.R. § 3.1(c)(2) Housing facilities, general. Surfaces. Maintenance and 
replacement of surfaces. The surfaces of housing facilities, including houses, 
dens, and other fumiture-type fixtures and objects within the facility, must be 
constructed in a manner and made of materials that allow them to be readily 
cleaned and sanitized, or removed or replaced when worn or soiled. Interior 
surfaces and any surfaces that come in contact with dogs or cats must be 
maintained on a regular basis. 

You failed to repair or replace the lower third of the galvanized sheet of 
tin attached to the east side of the exterior wall around the dog doors 
that was rusted. 

Date of Violation: November 4, 2014 

9 C.F.R. § 3.6(a)(2)(xiii) Primary enclosures. General requirements. Primary 
enclosures must be constructed and maintained so that the suspended floor of a 
primary enclosure, if constructed of metal strands, is either greater than 1/8 of an 
inch in diameter or coated with a material such as plastic or fiberglass. 
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You failed to replace the plastic coated wire flooring of the outside dog 
runs, on the south side of the sheltered facility, that was losing its 
covering. 

Date of Violation: November 4, 2014 

9 C.F.R. § 3.11(c) Cleaning, sanitization, housekeeping, and pest control. 
Housekeeping for premises. Premises where housing facilities are located, 
including buildings and surrounding grounds, must be kept clean and in good 
repair to protect the animals from injury, to facilitate the husbandry practices 
required in this subpart, and to reduce or eliminate breeding and living areas for 
rodents and other pests and vermin. Premises must be kept free of accumulations 
of trash, junk, waste products, and discarded matter. Weeds, grasses, and bushes 
must be controlled so as to facilitate cleaning of the premises and pest-control, 
and to protect the health and well-being of the animals. 

You failed to clean dust, cobwebs and dog hair that were accumulating 
on the interior walls, ceiling and enclosure pens of the sheltered facility. 

Date of Violation: November 4, 2014 

9 C.F.R. § 3.12 Employees. Each person subject to the Animal Welfare 
regulations (9 CER parts, 1, 2, and 3) maintaining dogs and cats must have 
enough employees to carry out the level of husbandry practices and care required 
in this subpart. The employees who provide for husbandry and care, or handle 
animals, must be supervised by an individual who has the knowledge, 
background, and experience in proper husbandry and care of dogs and cats to 
supervise others. The employer must be certain that the supervisor and other 
employees can perform to these standards. 

You failed to have an adequate number of employees to take care of the 
maintenance and daily routines as required. 

Date of Violation: January 20, 2015 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care. Each 
dealer shall establish and maintain programs of adequate veterinary care that 
include the use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat 
diseases and injuries, and the availability of emergency, weekend, and holiday 
care. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care to the following 
animals: 

1) 1 female Shih Tzu who had a buildup of a hard, grayish -brown 
material that was adhered to most of the surfaces of the teeth. The top 
left molar next to the cheek teeth had a very thick buildup of this 
material; and 

2) 1 female fawn Pekingese who had long toenails.

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care. Each 
dealer shall establish and maintain programs of adequate veterinary care that 
include the use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat 
diseases and injuries, and the availability of emergency, weekend, and holiday 
care. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care for a female black and 
white Shih Tzu who had a brownish gray material covering all of the 
teeth that were visible. The gums were slightly reddened at the base of 
the molars and cheek teeth on both sides. 

The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $821. 
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
